Abandon Hope | 

"A few nights ago a family—there 
were five left-—-gave up hope and in | 
one corner of this ‘City of Dreadful | 
Night,’ the father first strangled his 
three children and then he and the! 
mother hung themselves. A strange 
sight this for the City God to smile 
upon when the sun struggled in and | 
showed it the next morning. | 

“Two days ago kind Mr. Liu, going 
about with bread, said to Mr. Chen, 
“We will wait till about 10° o'clock 
in the morning; then all who are} 
able will have crawled out to beg,"'| 
At 10 o'clock, when they entered , 
jthe temple they found 28 men, wo-| 
}men and little children too weak to 
move, lying prostrate perforce, before 
the placid face of their god. The two 
Christians, sick with pity, gave them 
food; but when they again came next! 
morning, six, too far gone to take the} 
food even when it came, had died. | 

“Each morning, long before daylight | 
these two good men take out what} 
j money we can all give (for we our- | 
iseives being foreigners and marked | 
| men dare not give a cent for fear of | 
mobs) and distribute it in coin and { 
food to those who are, as Mr. Liu says, 
‘about to die.’ As these two Christians | 
enter the temple, the gaunt, wretched | 
figures rise up fromm all the Bhadows | 
and snatch like crazy thipgs for the 
food they are trying to give out. Once | 
Mr, Liu held out a bit of beancake to} 
a man who stood swaying as he wait- 
ed, but the crowd cried out, ‘Too Late,’ 
as the man, his hand still outstretched, 
stavmered and fell dead. ’ 

Rightly Death Toll 

“They die: there,’ said Mr. Liu, ‘al- 
most every night.. Some times one or 
two, sometimes if the night has been 
bitter eold, many more, frozen or 
6tarved to death.’ 

“Oh, God pity them. These dwellers 
in ‘The City of Dreadful Night: For 
hunareds, yes, hundreds of thousands, 
oO fthem are starving and dying before 
their idol's benign, smiling face and 
placidly foided hands. 

Hev. W. Bostock writes to the relief 
committee at Shanghai. as follows: 
“Some time ago I thought I was tell- 
ing you a pitiful story when | told you 
of people living on wheat bran. But 
as the days wo by and as I know more 
of the needs, the story becomes far 
more pitiful. Some homes are to be 
seen cooking nothing but the leaves of 
trees, such as we would use for put- 
But 
the worst that I have heard of has 
been the cooking of simply dry wheat 
chaff. Now, how that can be consid- 
ered as buman food I do not know and 
do not attempt to explain to you, but 
that is what is done. 1 only means 
that many of these poor sufferers are 
at their very last extreme. It is be- 
yond me to give you any description 
of what is all around us. Human be- 
ings barefooted and all but naked on 
freezing cold days, and children on the 
streets most pitifully erying out ‘I am 
hungry, 1 am hunery, I am hungry,’ is 
what one must fee and hear and then, 
whatever hia feelings are of them, he 
muet turn a deaf ear to their pitiful 
pleadings, for as yet the emount that 
ie within reach of ua who are trying 
to render assistance is’ but ee @ drop
